To maki .ends meet, Poles are driven to 
new extremes, including extensive barter¬ 
ing. “Without it, we just couldn’t get by.’’ 
said Jacefc Kaminski. 27, a social worker, 
. who lives with his wife, his 14-momh-old 
son and his brother-in-law’s family of four 
. m a four-room apartment in a drab bous¬ 
ing development south of Warsaw. 

Mr. Kaminsk i, wearing a Solidarity T- 
shm, smokes cigarettes, but he is the only 
one in the family who does so. Nonethe¬ 
less, each week the other three adults 
stand in Hue in front of a newsstand for 
Thor weekly aHoanent of three pacts. 
That way. the family has cigarettes to 
spare — or trade. “Last week we ex¬ 
changed them for some sugar,'’ said his 
wife . Joanna KiaieUnska. who retains her 
own name, “The week before we got some 
candy." 

The story explains one of the lesser 
mysteries of the current crisis — why it is 
that rationing certain hems such as ciga¬ 
rettes and alcohol has led to bigger, not 
smaller, lines. Since they have dc 
valuable Cor barter, everyone demands his 
ration. 

Meat Suppfies Low 

But demanding is not always getting. 
Meat supplies ran so low in August 
about.32,000 tons — roughly one-quarter 
of all the meat to be rationed nationally 
— was lacking. Among those who got 
none were Jacek Kammski and. Joanna 
Kiselinska; and Hanna Ktesielinska, 
Joanna's aster, and Jeray Juraszek and 
their 4-month-old twins, who share the 
cramped apartment. 

“We didn't have any meat at all in Aug¬ 
ust," Joanna Kisielinska said. “In theor y, 
it’s posable to get it now, but you have to 
fine up for eight hours. Who can spend 
Thai Jcmd of time?” 

Months ago, she noted, she could cut to 
the front of a line with Christopher, her 


there’s too much yelling and pushing. 
Somebody’s been standing there three 
hours and then you come along and take 
something he's had his eye on — it's all 
too much. People just lose their heads.” 

They receive assistance from their fami¬ 
ly — “we couldn't make it without it,” she 
said. 

From time to time, they get a food par-:" 
cd from relatives in Chicago. But they 
have no guaranteed access to hard curren¬ 
cy, which can be used to buy alcohol, ciga¬ 
rettes and other luxuries in the special 
“dollar shops” called Pewex. The black" 
market price for dollars is now' 10 times 
the official rate. 

Private Supply of Meat 

Some other Warsaw residents also have 
a private supply of meat from a “veal 
lady,” a peasant who brings in veal from 
the countryside and sells it unofficially. 
But Mr. Kaminski does not believe £n 
such traffic. “You never really know 
where the meat cranes from,” he said 
“And besides, it's getting scarce. Now 
when they slaughter an animal in the 
country, so many people want it they di¬ 
vide it right up an the spot.” 

A 20-year-old graduate student finds 
that with regular deliveries from her “veal 
lady” she can avoid meat lines altogether. 
“I hate lines,” she said. “1 dread than. I 
would rather do anything than stand in a 
line ...The other day I finally joined a 
fine because it was for cigarettes. It was 
even my brand. I had my baby with me so 
I cut in, and people started veiling such 
abusive insults I finally broke down in 
tears.” 

“We don’t go shopping anymore in Po¬ 
land,” she summed up. “We go hunting.” 


Staaislaw Korczak. 35. a former soldier 
who works privately laying and refinisb- 
ing floras, lives with his wife and their sev¬ 
en children in a two-room apartment. Un¬ 
til last year, he said, he was doing “all 
right," but ihen “things got tough-” Be¬ 
cause materials for floors can only rarely 
be found, few people are hiring him these 
days. 

Attempting to raise seven children in 
such circumstances, Mr. Korczak said, 
*was “macabre.” He has managed to sur- 
vive only because his wife took a pan-time 
job in a vegetable market — not for the 
money but Tor the opportunity to ex- 
- change vegetables for meat and milk. 

“You have to be a good operator, and 
my wife’s a good operator,” Mr. Korczak 
said. In all the exchanges, money never 
seems to change hands, he noted. “There 
doesn't seem to be much need of it." 

In poorer sections of the city, such as 
his owe, people seem to help each other 
out more than elsewhere, he aaded. 

Psychological Effects 

The psychological effects of shortages 
can at times be as severe a problem as the 
shortages themselves. Doctors report that 
many new mothers have become unable to 
nurse — because of fears they will not be 
able to find milk in the stores.' 

“With (he lines, people have no rime at 
all left over for any sort of extra activi¬ 
ties,” Mr. Kaminski said. “It reflects bad¬ 
ly in their psychological situation. Parents 
are angry with their children, husbands 
yell at their wives. A deep pan of the frus¬ 
tration is that nobody knows how the cri¬ 
sis is going to come out, bow much longer 
it is going (O go on.” 

“Every family should have a dog 
around to kick,” he added. “Except that 
that means there is one more mouth to 
feed.” 


On ’Stale of Readiness’

WARSAW —The Polish govern¬ 
ment held its second emergency 
meeting in a week Sunday and said 
u had ordered local administrators 
to take exceptional measures, 
which it did not disclose. 

Meanwhile, the Roman Catholic 
Church sided publicly with Po¬ 
land's independent trade union. 
Solidarity, in its battle for access 
to the Communist-controlled mass 
media. 

The Polish news agency PAP 
said that the Special gove rnmen t 
meeting was attended by provin¬ 
cial governors and city mayors. 

“The state of readiness of the 
authorities was assessed as well as 
adjusting means to different needs 
and eventualities,” the agency re¬ 
port said in what appeared to be 
in ten tion ally vague terms. 

The announcement followed a 
series of condemnations by the 
Warsaw authorities of Solidarity 
and a thunderbolt letter from the 
Kremlin. 

More Pressure 

Solidarity has in recent days 
been condemned throughout the 
Soviet bloc and auacked by the 
Communist rulers in Poland! The 
attacks were prompted by a warn¬ 
ing from Moscow following the 
first phase of Solidarity's national 
congress in which the movement 
called for free elections and ex¬ 
pressed support for free trade 


unionism elsewhere in Communist 
Europe. The second phase is 
scheduled to begin on Saturday. 

Pressure ts expected to continue 
this week to persuade Solidarity to 
temper its radicalism before "the 
next session. The Sejm (Parlia¬ 
ment) is scheduled to meet and a 
Communist Party Central Com¬ 
mittee plenary session may also be 
held. 

In a message read from pulpits 
in churches throughout the coun¬ 
try Sunday. Polish bishops said the 
media should belong to all and not 
be the preserve of one ideology or 
social group. 

"It is inadmissible to limit free¬ 
dom of expression merely because 
the views expressed contain truths 
which are inconvenient for or in 
disaccord with the conceptions of 
certain groups." the message said. 

The bishops did not explicitly 
refer to the pro-Catholk Solidarity 
movement, but the timing of their 
message appeared significant. 

Following the emergency gov¬ 
ernment meeting. Deputy Premier 
Janusz Obodowski was asked by 
state television whether the new 
measures would amount to a state 
of war economy. “It is not that 
black,” be replied, but added: 
“The situation is exceptionally dif¬ 
ficult." 

PAP said that popular disaffec¬ 
tion was growing in a number of 
regions because of shortages of ev¬ 
erything from bread to shoes. 

“Signals from many regions of 


the country report ■worsening sup¬ 
plier of meat and its products, 
washing powder, soap, industrial 
goods, shoes and other articles." 
PAP said. It said that bread con¬ 
sumption had increased, despite 
recent price rises of up ic 300 per¬ 
cent. also noting that bakeries 
were running out of Hour and that 
there were reports of vegetable and 
potato shortages. 

At Sunday's meeting, “urgent 
matters relating to the actual so¬ 
cio-political and economic situa¬ 
tion were the subject of discus¬ 
sion." PAP said. “Assessing the 
present state, the council of minis¬ 
ters obliged local aaminstratrons 
to undertake exceptional steps in 
this field.” 

PAP said the government had 
made a number of “indispensable" 
derisions but did not disclose their 
nature. 

Soldiers or, TV 

For the second straight evening, 
Fciish soldiers were shown on 
state television condemning the 
political ambitions of Solidarity. 
"If counterrevolution appears- 
again, we shall oppose it as sol¬ 
diers should." or.c unidentified re¬ 
cruit said. 

Roman Catholic Archbishop 
Jozef Glemp called Sunday for re¬ 
spect of human dignity and Pope 
John Paul also spoke "again from 
Italy in favor of a peaceful solu¬ 
tion tc the crisis in his homeland.

MOSCOW — After more than 
two weeks of silence, the Soviet 
Union has acknowledged that 
South Africa killed two Soviet 
“military specialists” and captured 
a third in South African military 
operations in southern. Angola ear¬ 
lier this month. 

In a dispaieh Saturday, -Tass de¬ 
manded the immediate return of 
the captured man, whom South 
Africa has identified as SgL Maj. 
Nikolai F. Pestretsov, 36. The 
agency also demanded the return 
of the two bodies. 

The statement was the first ack¬ 
nowledgement that Soviet advisers 
in Angola included military per¬ 
sonnel South Africa has said that 
its forces killed a number of Soviet 
officers, including two lieutenant 
colonels, in the Angola incursion. 

Tass also demanded the return 
of the bodies of two Soviet women 
who it said had been killed in the 
dash and whom it identified as 
wives of the military men. In a fol¬ 
low-up to its original announce¬ 
ment of the Soviet casualties, 
which was made Sept 1. South Af¬ 
rica said one of the women was the 
wife of SgL Pestretsov. 

Soviet Discomfort

“If you do not embrace the 
proposition that this president has 
a mandate to destroy the programs 
that feed the roots of a decent soci¬ 
ety, look about you," the president 
of the AFL-CIO, Lane Kirkland, 
told the demonstrators, “You are 
not alone." 

Mr. Kirkland said that President 
Reagan, who spent the day 65 
miles away at Camp David, could 
no longer claim to speak for the 
average American worker. He said 
Mr. Reagan's lax-cut program was 
helping the rich more than anyone 
else and was proving to be' the 


“most irresponsible fiscal act of 
our time." He accused the admin¬ 
istration of pursuing monetary 
policies that caused record-high in¬ 
terest rates. 

“They are sacrificing the homes, 
health and hopes of millions on 
the altar of crank economic ab¬ 
stractions that defy the laws of 
simple arithmetic and dismay even 
their friends on Wall Sural." he 
said. 

The labor movement's warnings 
were echoed by representatives of 
civil rights and women’s groups. 
“We’re saving to those who have 
SI,000 boots, while our children 
have no shoes, well, no, we won’t

Further indication of the Krem¬

“These lies are used in a bid to jus¬ 
tify the bandit attacks of the South 
African armed forces on the troops 
of the Angolan Army, as a conse¬ 
quence of which two Soviet mili¬ 
tary spedahsts working with those 
troops and two women, wives of 
Soviet specialists, died, and one 
specialist, an engineer, was seized 
by the South Africans.” 

"It is common knowledge." Tass 
said, “that the Soviet Union is giv¬ 
ing diverse assistance to the people 
of Angola ic bunding a new life.

China Puts 3 Satellites in Orbit 
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Early Warning of Soviet Attack Now Appears Assured

PEKING — China placed three satellites into 
orbit above the Earth Sunday in what the Chinese 
news agency described as a major advance for the 
country’s space program. The launch is also likely 
to prove a significant military development 
This was the first time that China had put more 
than one satellite into orbit with a single rocket, 
the agency said. It reported that all were function¬ 
ing normally. 


' Although the satellites were described as part of 
a "space physics experiment," Western military 
analysis here said they appeared to assure China 
the early warning protection it has wanted against 
any nuclear missile attack by the Soviet Union, 
giving Peking the possibility of launching an ef¬ 
fective retaliatory strike. 

China has the ability to detect and analyze mis¬ 
sile firings from satellite observations, these 
sources said, and it will develop, this in expected 


technology transfers from the United States in the 
next two or three years. A major problem, howev¬ 
er. has been assuring continuous coverage of the 
whole Soviet Union and the Pacific and Indian 
oceans where Soviet submarines are stationed, ac¬ 
cording to these Western analysts. 

The launch Sunday also demonstrated China's 
ability to place a multiple warhead cm its inter¬ 
continental ballistic missile, which has just em¬ 
erged from the development stage, Western ob¬ 
servers said. 

The initial announcements in the Chinese news 
media gave few details. But the Shanghai-built 
FB-1 rocket, the space launch version of the CSS- 
4 intercontinental ballistic missile, undoubtedly 
was used to put the three satellites into orbit as it 
was used for the previous six Chinese satellites. 

Thai rocket demonstrated a range of more than 
6.200 miles in Pacific - Ocean tests last year, 
enough to reach European Russia and the U.S. 
West Coast. 

The last Chinese satellite was sent into orbit in 
January. 1978.

The Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation is also looking into an alle¬ 
gation that a company controlled 
by Mr. Wilson bribed an official of 
the Energy Department in 1976 
with funds obtained from the Con¬ 
trol Data Crap. Investigators say 
the bribes woe paid to obtain in¬ 
side info rmati on on military con¬ 
tracts useful to Control Data.

Springboks 
Win Initial 
U.S. Match 

Spectators, Protesters 
Battle; 2 Are Arrested

RACINE, Wis. — The visiting 
South African rugby team played 
its first match on U.$. soQ during 
the weekend before about 400 
cheering, beer-drinking spectators. 

The Springboks, dressed in 
green and white, defeated a white- 
clad UJS. amateur team at Roose¬ 
velt Park, a city-owned athletic 
field on the shore of Lake Michi¬ 
gan. 46-14. 

Two persons were arrested in 
skirmishes between white specta¬ 
tors and demonstrators from a 
black neighborhood nearby. A 
busload of demonstrators from 
Chicago arrived 30 minutes after 
the game Saturday. 

The playing of the game, which 
had been blocked in Chicago, left 
the sponsors exuberant. Black resi¬ 
dents of this industrial town of 
95,000 were biuer and vowed that 
they would complain to dry offi¬ 
cials. 

“They ran out of every city in 
the Midwest but they allowed 
them to come hoe. It's disgust- 
mg,” complained Joe Harris, one 
of the arrested demonstrators, in a 
reference to the number of sites 
that had been dosed to the game. 

Opponents of South Africa’s ra¬ 
cial policy have raised objections 
to the tour, saying that South Afri¬ 
can room teams should be isolat¬ 
ed. The match’s organizers have 
been blocked in attempts to use 
public stadiums in New York and 
Chicago. 

Los Angeles Mayor Thomas 
Bradley has been trying to get the 
matches canceled because of 
threats by Third Wodd countries 
to boycott the 1984 Olympics, 
scheduled for Los Angdes. 

• Last week, a match in Albany, 
N.Y, involving the team was can¬ 
celed after Gov. Hugh L. Carey is¬ 
sued a statement saying the matrfi 
should not take place. 

Fearing clashes of the kind that 
occurred during the Springboks’ 
just-concluded tour of New Zea¬ 
land, the organizers tried to 
keep the place erf Saturday’s game 
a secret. But Racine police 
appeared to have had advance no¬ 
tice. The area around the field was 
roped off, and some black resi¬ 
dents ry>mpTainfd rhnt they had 
trouble getting in and our of their 
neighborhood.. 

- Sports Boycott of U.S. Urged 

NAIROBI (Reuters)—The Or¬ 
ganization of African Unity called 
lor a boycott of sporting events in¬ 
volving the United States, casting 
a shadow over the 1984 Olympics. 

The OAU. angered by the 
Springboks’ U.S. lour, called for 
the boycott from its headquarters 
in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, on Fri¬ 
day night. The call won siroport 
from the Soviet Union on Satur¬ 
day. 

The statement from the 50-na¬ 
tion organization said: “The OAU 
urges its members and justice-lov¬ 
ing countries in the worid to take 
all necessary measures to ensure 
that their nationals refrain from 
participating in all sporting events 
which indude the United States." 

It made no mention of the Los 
Angdes Olympics but the threat to 
the games was irnpUdL Many Afri¬ 
can nations stayed away from the 
1976 Olympics tn Montreal lo pro¬ 
test the presence of athletes from 
New Zealand, after a New Zealand 
rugby tour of South Africa. 

The Soviet National Olympic 
Committee said in Moscow that it 
would give full support to African 
protests against the tour, which it 
described as a violation of the 
Olympic charter. 

The United States engineered a 
boycott of the ,.1980 Olympics in 
Moscow by many countries after 
the Soviet intervention in Afghani¬ 
stan.

The Post said the letter was written in bUck ink on lined papa 
and was signed “Yours truly, John Hinckley Jr.” 

In the letter, Mr. Hinckley, 26. who is now held at Fort Meade, 
Md., said he did not want to be called a “drifter” in future stories. 

“1 may have done some drifting about in the Fall of 80, but in the 
years prior to this, I was not roaming around the country." 

Miss Foster was a freshman at Yale University in New Haven, 
Conn- when Mr. Ragan was wounded. Law enforcement officers 
said they found an unmailed letter to Miss Foster in Mr. Hinck¬ 
ley’s Washington hotel room after he was arrested, and they think 
Mr. Hinckley tried to kill Mr. Reagan in an attempt to impress 
Miss Foster.

opposing the package. It was taken for grant¬ 
ed that the House would be opposed; the ad¬ 
ministration figured to carry off the deal in 
the Republican-controlled Senate. It may yet. 

The vote is weeks off. the lobbying will be 
- intense, and the administration is in a posi¬ 
tion to do a bit of repackaging to assuage 
doubters. But to prevail, the president must 
climb over legislators who are. otherwise, his 
devoted supporters. To build a questionable 
“strategic consensus* 11 abroad he will be 
cracking what is for him an invaluable politi¬ 
cal consensus at home. And if he does not 
; prevail, diplomatically and politically he will 
. have suffered a large, gratuitous defeat. 

Nothing makes this clearer than the ad¬ 
ministration's trouble in selling its insistence 
that it is not choosing between Israel and 
Saudi Arabia but creating a framework in 
which American interests in both places can 
be served. Both countries have their partisans 
who, in mutual myopia, declare that 
AWACS entails precisely that either-or 
choice. The Israeli side suggests that a green 
light would mean a cave-in to Saudi oil 
blackmail; the Saudi side says a red light 
would mean a cave-in to the Israeli lobby. 


This is a misleading shorthand. There is a 
case to be made for the sale resting on legiti¬ 
mate and dignified considerations remote 
from ‘‘blackmail.” There is a case to be made 
against it quite apart from Israel’s objections. 
Reagan's AWACS focus distorts the debate. 

The commitments question is also part of 
the debate. The Reagan administration can 
fairly say that, in offering AWACS, it is 
respecting a commitment nude to the Saudis 
by Jimmy Carter. That leaves the embarrass¬ 
ing question of why it is slipping away from 
the no-AW ACS co mmitm ent the Carter ad¬ 
ministration made to Congress when the 
Saudis were sold F-15s two years ago. The 
explanation — that this administration takes 
the Soviet strategic menace more seriously — 
can hardly be expected to satisfy everyone. 

The more we hear of the AWACS debate, 
the more we feel that the principal arguments 
pro and con have an arbitrary debating-point 
quality and do not reach the heart of the 
Mideast matter. The heart is: The United 
States should help its friends prepare to de¬ 
fend against both external Soviet-sponsored 
assault and against radicalism wi thin the re¬ 
gion. But help restricted to the provision of 
military hardware, to any state, is bound to 
be inadequate if it is not accompanied by a 
vigorous diplomatic effort to end the Israeli- 
Palestinian war. This is the point being lost 
in the AWACS debate.

Reagan’s Budget Bind 


The economy is falling apart, right? Ask 
the local Ford dealer, whose inventory is 
rusting on the lot, or the young marrieds who 
can't afford the mortgage payments on a 
cracker box. You'll hear aU about the evils of 
sky-high interest. Ask an investment banker, 
and you’ll get a lecture on the crippling im¬ 
pact of a federal deficit larger than New Zea¬ 
land’s gross national product 

If you ask the policy analysts at the Con¬ 
gressional Budget Office, you’ll hear a differ¬ 
ent story. True, interest rates are stratospher¬ 
ic and next year's deficit will be a whopper. 
But they expect healthy economic growth 
and a decline in interest rates and inflation. 

These differences in outlook put President 
Reagan in a bind. He is being pressed to do 
something about interest rates now, and 
there are only three options available for 
1982: risk making the deficit still larger, or 
raise taxes, or reduce federal spending sharp¬ 
ly. The White House says he will take the 
third route, asking Congress to slash some 
S16 billion from the 1982 federal budget. 

The bind may be worse than that. If we’re 
headed for a recession, as some economists 
believe and new statistics suggest, tightening 
the fiscal screws could do serious damage. 

The most sensible (and bravest) course 
would be to do little more to the 1982 budg¬ 
et. The president’s new budget-cutting initia¬ 
tive suggests this is politically impossible. 
Far better, in that case, to stretch out the 
recenty passed income tax cuts than to take 
another whack at social programs affecting 
the poor. 

Hardly anyone believes the Panglossian 


economic forecast the administration issued 
in July. But the Congressional Budget Office, 
no shill for President Reagan, does see better- 
times ahead: 3-percent growth in national in¬ 
come next year, a decline in the inflation rat# 
from double digits to 8 percent, and a drop 
in interest rates. I: < 

If these numbers are right, it's hard to im¬ 
agine that very' many Americans would be 
upset by a $65-billion deficit. Indeed,..the 
deficit is a lubricant that keeps the economic 
wheels turning. If spending is cut or taxes are* 
raised, there might be less growth or no 
growth at all. 

Common sense counsels caution, but Mr> l 
Reagan has apparently become a prisoner, of 
conservative oratory. One has to wonder 
about the priorities of an administration that 
wants to build the unnecessary B-l bomber 
while giving poor children a quarter of a 
hamburger and a swallow of milk for lunch. 
Is there no way to avoid balancing the budg¬ 
et on the backs mainly of the poor? Yes: 
higher taxes. No one has, as yet, gotten a 
penny of the new income tax cuts. If they 
were just phased in more slowly, taxpayers 
would still see some benefit. 

One has the uneasy feeling these days that 
economic polity-makers are chasing their 
tails. This month’s crisis leads to "solutions” 
that are then seen as the cause of next 
month’s crisis. It would be nice to believe 
that President Reagan is strong enough polit¬ 
ically to break the cycle. If not, the best hope 
is that he will be strong enough morally not 
to soak the poor.

New Angle on Cancer 


What are the causes of cancer? Recently a 
new set of answers has begun to emerge, still 
only in broad outline, but markedly different 
from earlier theories. The largest contribu¬ 
tors to cancer deaths in the United States are 
now thought to be within the control of each 
individual, namely, tobacco, diet and a col¬ 
lection of behavioral and cultural factors of¬ 
ten summarized as "life-style ” 

At various times in the past, attention has 
focused on genetic inheritance, viruses, pollu¬ 
tion and occupational exposures, all of them 
largely beyond individual control. Occupa¬ 
tional exposure, in particular, is the source of 
a good deal of confusion. A 1978 study that 
seemed to represent the views of the govern¬ 
ment's principal health research agencies 
concluded that 20 to 38 percent of American 
cancers are work-related. Although that con¬ 
clusion was widely criticized and swiftly re¬ 
pudiated by several of the report’s authors, 
the perception remains that work-place expo¬ 
sures' account for a large and growing frac¬ 
tion — some have called it an emerging epi¬ 
demic — of American cancers. Yet scientists 
believe that occupation accounts for “only” 
(more on that in a moment) about 4 percent 
of cancer deaths. Similarly, pollution is 
thought to account for fewer than S percent 
of fatal cancers, medicines and medical pro¬ 
cedures for about 1 percent, and food addi¬ 
tives for another 1 percent. 

On the other band, tobacco alone is 
thought to cause 30 percent of cancer deaths, 
and alcohol about 3 percent. Reproductive 
and sexual behavior, including such things as 
the age of first pregnancy and determinants 
of hormone balances, is estimated to cause 


about 7 percent of total deaths, with consid¬ 
erably greater known effects among women. 

A major recent study by Sir Richard Doll 
and Richard Peto, two Britons considered by 
many to be the world's leading experts in this 
field attributes 33 percent of cancer deaths 
to diet, including in that term the ingestion 
of carcinogens, the whole range of nutritional 
factors — fat, fiber, vitamins, trace elements 
— and perhaps also nutrients that inhibit 
rather than promote carcinogenesis. Drs. 
Doll and Peto emphasize that most of these 
dietary factors are still unidentified and that 
the total must be considered “speculative.” 
Yet their study conforms with a number of 
other estimates and is certain to have a major 
impact on medical thinking and research 
priorities. 

None of these figures should be taken as 
firm. Some may turn out to be quite wrong. 
But one broad conclusion leaps out from the 
numbers: So far as is now known, many 
more cancer deaths seem to be due to avoid¬ 
able, individually controlled behavior than to 
involuntary exposures or inescapable conse¬ 
quences of modem living. This does not 
mean that identifying sources of occupation- 
ally caused cancer, for example, is any less 
important Such cancers may have tragic ef¬ 
fects on certain small segments of the popu¬ 
lation, and once identified can generally be 
prevented. But it does have obvious implica¬ 
tions for U.S. policies. If these new estimates 
are approximately correct past emphases in 
research, prevention and regulatory control 
may not have been doing the greatest good 
for the greatest number.

Peace in Europe 
Needs a Review

'PARIS — The attempt to murder Gen. Frederick 
T Kroesen, UJS. commander in chief in West Germa¬ 
ny. is more significant than a simple recrudescence of 
terrorism. With other recent attacks upon Americans and 
American bases in Germany, it takes place against a 
background of severe rioting in Berlin during Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig's visit, and a notable rise in anti- 
American feeling. This is something which cannot be dis¬ 
missed as merely “marginal'’ — the protest of inconse¬ 
quential groups. 

In West Germany the new generation has few memo¬ 
ries of Americans as liberators. These young people have, 
instead, a view of Americans as oppressors in Vietnam 
and Central America, and they see the United States as 
sponsor of nuclear rearmament in West Germany and of 
a new Western mobilization against the Soviet Union. 

Secretary Haig is perfectly correct when he says that 
these people apply a double standard, treating the United 
States as if it were an aggressive power in Europe, ignor¬ 
ing Soviet conduct, indifferent to the manifest differences 
in political quality between the two countries. Bui the se 
young people are also acting out a larger public disquiet 
m West Germany, and in Western Europe as a whole. 

Current NATO security policy has come increasingly 
to seem beside the point. The security issue itself, the ’ 
question of the defense of Europe, has about it a quality 
of anachronism, of lost links with the reality of the day. 

Who is going to launch a major warm Europe today? 
Why? Who can possibly imagine that anything would be 
gained by attacking the other side? Both (he Soviet Union 
and NATO nonetheless continue to arm, and to plan, as 
if an attack by the other ride made sense. There is a real 
danger in this because a dynamism is at work which is cut 
off from its historical origin. 

A strategic nuclear attack by the Soviet Union upon 
the United States, or by the U.S. upon the UiLSJL, 
could be argued at least to possess some logic, given a 
convincing scenario for first-strike success. To unscrupu¬ 
lous leaders, a great many problems might seem solvable

through such a blow. No more enemies to worry about 
Unchecked power over whatever is left. Dr. Strangdove 
could sleep easily at last, assuming that he had no con¬ 
science. (And conscience, for a truly modem man, repre¬ 
sents an iinqiiaatifiablc residue of the superstitious past, 
a vestigial tail upon any civilization based on diaT«»rtiftnl 
materialism or scientific positivism.) 

There is no equivalent scenario for conquering Europe 
in an hour, finishing off the enemy for good. War in 
Europe would mean great tank battles, waged through 
the interlocking urban sprawls of north-central Europe: 
city fighting of a kind soldiers hate, with an ambush at 
every comer, building after building to be cleared — or 
blown down. 

A scenario of European war also presents fateful 
"branching points" where tactical nudear weapons may 
be introduced, and retaliated against — those SS~20s, 
Pershings and Cruise missiles over which controversy 
goes on today. The civilian populations of the super¬ 
powers would meanwhile regard this spectacle with hor¬ 
ror, anticipating the hour at which the tactical battle 
would become a strategic battle. 

And for what? The Soviet Union has no thing to gain 
from an attack upon Western Europe which cotud.justify 
the accompanying risk to the very survival of the Soviet 
Union itself. That part of Europe already controlled by 
the U.S.SJL is burden enough upon Rnssian society, a 
drain on its political energies, and often an economic 
drain as well. 

The Soviet Union stays in Eastern Europe for simple 
reasons, the principal one being that thanks to World 
War II it already is there. If it were to leave, it fears what, 
or who, would enter in its place. But the risks of extend¬ 
ing this zone of political and xnQitaiy security another 500 
miles westward, through war, to the Channel, or on to the 
Pyrenees and the Mediterranean, are horrendously incal¬ 
culable but certainly very high. 

Equally, the Western powers have nothing, themselves.

Reagan and Friendly Democrats

W ASHINGTON — President 
Reagan may have been far¬ 
sighted when, bidding for votes on. 
his economic measures, he told 
some conservative Democrats that 
his “principles" would prevent him 
from campaigning in 1982 against 
those who had been helpfuL But he 
may be counting chickens that will 
not hatch. __ 

Asked by Fortune magazine if 
his promise did not make it "al¬ 
most impossible" for Republicans 
to run against those Democrats, 
Reagan said: “Well, that could 
well be, but then by the same to¬ 
ken Fd like to fed! that maybe 
some of those Democrats are 
doing some soul-searching as to 
whether they’re in the right party ” 
There are precedents for such 
soul-searching. Sens. Hayakawa, 
Helms and Thurmond, and John 
Cormally and Ronald Reagan, are 
former Democrats. But cautionary 
thoughts come to mind. 

A Gamble 

The most likely occasion for de¬ 
fections by Democrats is. remote, 
in several senses. This occasion 
will not be 1982 but 19S4 t and 
then only if Ted Kennedy is the 
Democratic nominee. 

Second, the “right party” for 
conservative Democrats in 1982 
may be a Democratic Party that is, 
on the one hand, not noticeably 
liberal and, on the other hand, is 
not perceived as implicated in 
Reagan’s economic program. Dur¬ 
ing thetax and budget debates, lib¬ 
eral Democrats thought theirparty 
sold its birthright by not losing 
with a dear liberal alternative. Bui 
what the party bought with its con¬ 
servative alternative was insurance- 


against the charge that it has 
learned nothing from the difficul¬ 
ties during the 40-year enactment 
of the liberal agenda. 

The Reagan administration, by 
not trying to split the difference 
with the Democrats, and instead 
winning a dear partisan victory, 
saved the Democrats from sharing 
responsibility for a program that 
Sen. Howard Baker calls a “river- 
boat gamble" — a program doubt¬ 
ed by a financial Co mmuni ty that 
wants to beKeve in it, a program 
that already is enough off target 
that the administration is cutting 
its primary responsibility: its de¬ 
fense program. 

Not Gamblers 

Third, the conservative Demo¬ 
crats who are supposed to be 
searching their souls and contem¬ 
plating defection know that they 
do not have much to fear from 
staying put. because House races 
are less likely than other races to 
reflect national volatilities. 

Fourth, pohdcans arc not gam¬ 
blers, at hast not with their own 
security. As the president acknowl¬ 
edges, his promise not to cam pai gn 
against certain Democrats mak*? 
unattractive, to say the least, the 
position of Republican challengers 
to those Democrats. By remaining 
Democrats, those congressmen en¬ 
joying nmnimity from presidential 
opposition have the double advan¬ 
tage of their districts’ ^traditional 
loyalties and current conservative 
sympathies..'

KGB Moves to Prevent Informal Seminars 
Organized by Jewish Scientists in Moscow

MOSCOW —— The KGB security 
police haw: warned several Jewish 
scientists in Moscow not to' con¬ 
vene informal scientific seminars 
in their apartments and have 
threatened some -with expulsion 
from Moscow if they ignore the 
warnings. 

The sdtmtists are among Jews 
who have been refused permission 
to emigrate from the Soviet Union. 
Most of them were fired from then- 
research jobs after applying to em¬ 
igrate as long as 10 years ago. They 
had organized the weekend semi¬ 
nars lo remain active in science. 

Jewish sources said the KGB 
was particularly intent on prrvmtr 
ing the “refuseniks” from organiz¬ 
ing ah international gathering of 
scientists from the United States 
and Western Europe Sunday in a 
Moscow apartment. An annual 
emit in recent years ainong the re¬ 
fuseniks, the symposnmi.ha5 given 
them a rare chance for contact 
with colleagues in the West while 
pointing up the plight of Soviet 
Jews bmrcd from men professions. 

-One ' Tnnflvmnririart, who was 


summoned to KGB he&dqmulets 
in Dzerzhinsky Square a few days 
ago, said “I felt they were really 
serious. They were very positive 
about not allowing the seminars to 
go on, not to allow the symposium 
this weekend. They were polite but 
very firm. ” 

. Bottled Up 

For the last two weekends, 
plainclothes security agents have 
kept about a dozen of the scientists 
bottled up in their apartments, ef¬ 
fectively under bouse arrest, sever¬ 
al of them said. 

“They just stood outside our 
[apartment] door, making sure I 
didn’t leave or receive guests,”one 
titan said. “My wife and children 
could come and go, but I could 
uol” 

Among the scientists warned by 
the KGB and held in their apart¬ 
ments on weekends are Alexander 
Ioffe.Yuri Golfaiid, Yakov Alpert, 
Gngoiy Froman, Arkady Leonov 
and mm Brailovsky. All have 
been active id the Jewish emigra¬ 
tion movement 

Mrs. . Brailovsky said police sum¬ 
moned her to neighborhood head' 
quarters. several days ago on the 


pretext of talking about her hus¬ 
band Victor, who was sentenced 
by a Soviet court last June to five 
years in internal exile for “defam¬ 
ing the Soviet state and social sys¬ 
tem.” 

Because she had tried for weeks 
to learn where her husband was to 
be sent she said she hurried to the 
police station. 

‘Nationalistic Provocation' 

“When I got there, they started 
to talk about Victor, then 
stopped,” Mrs. Brailovsky said. 
“Two KGB men came into the 
room and said they will not allow 
any seminars in my apanmenL 
They called it a nati onalis tic pro¬ 
vocation and said it was forbidden. 
They said if I tried, I would be pre¬ 
vented and my whole family could 
be removed from Moscow." 

The authorities refused to teB 
Mrs. Brailovsky where her hus¬ 
band was, but riie received a tele¬ 
gram from him teffing her .that he 
had been flown to Beynei, a settle¬ 
ment in the desert or western Ka¬ 
zakhstan about 200 miles (320 ki¬ 
lometers) from tiie nearest town 
and 36 hours by train from Mos¬ 
cow.

PARIS — An American going 
from Washington to Paris these 
days finds hunsdf crossing not 
only the Atlantic, but an economic 
looking glass, and the passage is as 
unsettling as anything that hap¬ 
pened to AHce. 

Here on the French side, that 
which was bad for the economy in 
Washington a' few weeks ago’ — 
government regulation and high 
taxes, for example—suddenly and 
just as surely is good for the econo¬ 
my, proposed as the long-term an¬ 
swer to unemployment and infla¬ 
tion. 

While U.S. newspapers are full 
of budget cutting and tax breaks, 
the Socialist government is making 
news by planning for the highest 
deficit since Wold War II and' 
proposing severe wealth taxes and 
special levies on high incomes that 
have French businessmen wincing 
as visibly as their American coun¬ 
terparts are grinning. (In a speech 
on French television Saturday 
night, French Finance Minister 
Jacques Ddors said the current 
economic situation in France does 
not warrant a devaluation of the 
franc. Story, Page 1 1 .) 

Two Different Directions 

Even to the unschooled in eco¬ 
nomics, it has thus become obvi¬ 
ous as President Francois Mitter¬ 
rand’s government announced its 
nationalization and back-to-work 
programs over the last 10 days that 
Pans and Washington are travel¬ 
ing in opposite directions in form¬ 
ing their economic polities. 

Since Mr. Mitterrand is a 
French Socialist and President 
Reagan a California Republican, 
this was to be expected. It is none¬ 
theless startling to hear such strik¬ 
ingly opposite courses proclaimed 
as the best route to the same desti¬ 
nation — a reinvigorated economy 
capable simultaneously of reduc¬ 
ing unemployment and capping in¬ 
flation. 

Behind the contradictory ap¬ 
proaches are philosophies and men 
no less contradictory: Mr. Reagan, 
the actor with faith in the ability of 
American business to produce 
wealth for all the people; and Mr. 
Mitterrand, the intellectual who 
profoundly distrusts grand capital 
and believes government must 
control basic economic levers to 
ensure justice for the ordinary per¬ 
son. 

A prominent French economist, 
who dearly opposes Mr. Mitter¬ 
rand’s ideas, says, for example, 
that the president and his advisers 
in the Elysee palace have set out to 
do more than raise money for the 
government with their wraith tax. 
They are, he explains, seeking to 
break up accumulated wraith — 
grand capital — in the belief that 
its redistribution will make the 


economy work better and more 
justly. 

“They don’t warn to just resolve 
tile unemployment and inflation 
problems," Says the business-ori¬ 
ented economist, Jacques Plassard. 
"They want to change society," 

Prune Minister Pierre Mauroy. 
describing his ami-unemployment 
plans to parliament recently, 
lapsed after a long, sober econom¬ 
ics lesson into a peroration that 
seemed to indicate that is precisely 
what he has in mind. 

“The [economic] crisis will not 
not solve itself," he declared. “It 
will be overcome only with a for¬ 
midable industrial adaptation and 
serial mutation. It is up to the 
heirs of the first proletarians 
thrown at the foot of steam en¬ 
gines to achieve the emancipation 
permitted by new technology.” 

According to government esti¬ 
mates, the wealth tax will hit about 
200,000 of France's richest fami¬ 
lies. Unless modified by parlia¬ 
ment. the law will exact between 
0_5 percent and 1.5 percent of for¬ 
tunes above S million francs 
(about 5900,000). 

Former Finance Minister Rene 
Memory, a bitter opponent of Mr. 
Mitterrand's policies, says the tax 
could force some businessmen to 
sell holdings to raise money to pay 
the government- In an interview, 
be recalled that two provincial 
small businessmen, both in their 
50s, recently told him they are 
trying to sell out to larger corpora¬ 
tions because of this fear. 

Executives who have little capi¬ 
tal but high salaries also are being 
hit. To help pay a deficit, in the 
government's unemployment in¬ 
surance fund. Mr. Mauroy plans a 
one-time income surtax tentatively 
scheduled to strike couples whose 
salaries reach around $ 20 , 000 . 


The wealth taken out of these 
hands, in Mr. Mauro/s portrayal, 
will flow into the hands of those 
who need it more. Within a month 
of coming to power on May 10, the 
Socialist government raised 
France’s minimum wage by 10 per¬ 
cent to the S3-an-hour marie. At 
the same time it raised welfare 
payments to the elderly and handi¬ 
capped bv 20 percent, to just more 
than $30(1 a month. 

A month later, family payments 
went up by one-fourth and rent 
subsidies for poor families by the 
same amount, with another’one- 
fourth increase pledged for Dec. 1. 

The insertion of money in the 
economy — estimated at nearly S3 
billion, likely to produce a $17 bil¬ 
lion deficit — was followed this 
month by relaxation of credit 
rules, allowing banks to lend more 
easily and thus giving households 
lower monthly payments on new 
vacuum cleaners or refrigerators. 

Mr. Mauroy says he is counting 
on his stimulation of the economy 
to help reduce unemployment, 
which has reached 1.8 min I nn or 
7.5 percent of the work force, as 
well as to help poor families keep 
up with inflation that is running 
about 13 percent. 

In addition, he has pledged to 
hire 61,000 more government em¬ 
ployees. For the longer term, Mr. 
Mauroy is urging a “share the 
work" campaign: Part-time work 
in government ministries, wide¬ 
spread sabbatical leaves, a reduc¬ 
tion in the work week to 39 hours, 
early retirement and job-training 
programs, including work camps 
for youths just out of the army. 

In ail, government officials 
predict the steps will create more 
than 120,000 new jobs by next 
year. By that time, however, the 


unemployment count is expected 
to have topped 2 million, leaving 
the resulting total out of work 
about the same as it is now, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Mauroy's own 
aides, unless the economy surges 
fast enough to create still more 
jobs. 

Mr. Mauroy has promised spe¬ 
cial credit fatalities for small and 
medium businesses to foster the 
economic growth and employ- 
mem. But for the more distant fu¬ 
ture, the government is putting 

much of its faith in the national¬ 
ization of a dozen key companies 
and 36 major private banks, bring¬ 
ing 95 percent of total deposits 
and about 17 percent of French in¬ 
dustrial production under govern¬ 
ment ownership. 

It is perhaps the nationalizations 
that best illustrate the clash in fun¬ 
damental views between Mr. 
Reagan and Mr. Mitterrand on 
what makes an economy good. 

For Mr. Reagan, getting the 
government out of business is a 
major goal, in response to specific 
U.S. economic programs and as a 
reflection of his overall outlook on 
the role of government. For Mr. 
Miuerrand, getting the govern¬ 
ment into business is a major goal 
— for the same reasons. 

"America is returning, without 
embarrassment, to the original 
capitalism; it is taking a leap for¬ 
ward,” wrote Louis Pauwels, a 
rightist author and journalist. 
“France is becoming Socialist; it is 
making a backward fall whose seri¬ 
ousness we will soon be measur¬ 
ing." 

Whatever the worth of his judg¬ 
ment, Mr. Pauwels* words under¬ 
score the contradictory directions 
in which Mr. Reagan and Mr. Mit¬ 
terrand are leading their countries. 


Arab Hard-liners Seek New Soviet links

BENGHAZI. Libya — Hard-line 
Arab leaders, ending a summit 
conference here, have pledged to 
bqpst ties with the Soviet Union 
and to fight a new strategic coop¬ 
eration agreement between Israel 
and ihe United States. 

The two-day meeting — attend¬ 
ed-by leaders of Libya, Syria, Al¬ 
geria, Southern Yemen and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
— ended Friday night. Iran’s for¬ 
eign minister attended as an ob¬ 
server. 

■Its final c ommuni que said that 
the leaders had decided to start 
talks with the Soviet Union “to 
produce a qualitative development 
in relations between it and the 
Arab world so as to restore bal¬ 
ance to the region, especially after 
the new Israeli-American alli¬ 
ance." 

Speaking at the close of the sum¬ 


mit, the Libyan leader, CoL 
Moamer Qadhafi. said the strate¬ 
gic cooperation agreement has 
brought the world to the brink of a 
third world war. 

CoL Qadhafi said that the U.S.- 
Israeli pact was “a dangerous de¬ 
velopment which seriously 
threatens international peace,” ac¬ 
cording to the text of his speech 
distributed by the Libyan news 
agency. “Because of Israeli policy 
and stupid American strategy, we 
are now on the brink of a third 
world war," he said. 

The conference urged Arab 
states to use their oil exports and 
deposits in U.S, banks to counter 
the agreement 

The communique, which gave 
few derails of the summit talks, 
said that the Washington agree¬ 
ment was aimed at turning the 
Middle East into a U.S. base that 
would lead to conflict with the So¬ 


viet Union and endanger world 
peace. 

The Benghazi summit of what is 
called the Arab Steadfastness and 
Confrontation From was the first 
joint Arab countermove against 
the new development in U.S.-Is- 
raeli relations. 

The front was originally formed 
to oppose the U.S.-sponsored 
Egyptian-Israeli peace accords.

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Belize Set for Independence 
Today as British Rule Ends

BELIZE CITY. Belize — More 
than 100 vears of British colonial 
rule over Belize will end on Mon¬ 
day but widespread concern about 
neighboring Guatemala’s inten¬ 
tions could dampen the independ¬ 
ence celebrations. 

- Guatemala, mnimsinmo a long, 
standing claim to the territory, 
severed consular relations with 
Britain and Belize earlier in Sep¬ 
tember and refuses to recognize 
the sovereignty of this new Central 
American nation of 150,000 peo- 
ple - 

Tne century-old wrangle be¬ 
tween Britain and Guatemala over 
Belize appeared to be over in 
March when a preliminary settle¬ 
ment among the three parties was 
signed in London. 

Guat ema la agreed to drop its 
claim in return tor port and navi¬ 
gation a] rights and the use of two 
tiny coral islands in the Caribbean 
off the Belizean coast. But news of 
the agreement was greeted by 
widespread rioting in Britain’s last 
Ameri can mainland colony be¬ 
cause many people saw it as a sel¬ 
lout to the Guatemalans. 

Opposition to Settlement 

Opposition to the settlement 
grew when Guatemala hinted that 
its use of the two islands could in¬ 
volve military installations. 

Belizean Prime Minister George 
C. Price promptly began to stress 
. the provisional nature of the Lon¬ 
don agreement and said, while vis¬ 
iting Panama: “It is in no way a 
final treaty and I can see dangers 
in the future.” 

Guatemala then accused Belize 
: and Britain of backing down from 
their pledges, and discussions de¬ 
signed to iron out the final details 
before independence were broken 
off. 

Stressing that Guatemala would 
not accept what it called a unilat¬ 
eral granting of independence by 
London, Foreign Minister Rafael 
Castillo said: “When the English 
leave Belize we will then be able to 
start the process of re-negotia¬ 
tions.** 

Looking forward to the inde¬ 
pendence celebrations, a Belizean 
official said: “Undoubtedly the 
lack of an agreement with Guate¬ 
mala has cast a shadow over the 
entire festivities." 

Prince Michael of Kent 

The opposition United Demo¬ 
cratic Party opposes independence 
under the present circumstances 
and has pressed unsuccessfully for 
a referendum. 

The UDP. the local chamber of 
commerce and some trade unions 
have said they will boycott the cer¬ 
emonies. winch will'be presided 
over by Prince Michael of Kent, 
representing Queen Elizabeth. 

While Belize appears split over 


the timing and conditions for inde¬ 
pendence, there is unanimitv in the 
hope that the 1,600 British' troops 
stationed here will remain as long 
as possible. 

Though Guatemala's army- 
backed government fare moderated 
its threats to take over Belize by 
force, Belizeans view their neigh¬ 
bor with deep suspicion. 

“The [British] troops must stay 
here and protect us from the Gua¬ 
temalans whom nobody trusts," a 
Belizean said, looking westwards 
toward a country 50 times the size 
of Belize in population. 

Undeterred by an overwhelming 
UN vote in favor of unfettered in¬ 
dependence for Bdize. the Gua¬ 
temalan government has asked the 
UN Security Council to investigate 
its complaints over Britain’s han¬ 
dling of issue. 

Guatemala has dosed the bor¬ 
der crossings and ended all com¬ 
mercial traffic with Belize, indtid¬ 
ing the short daily flight over the 
jungle frontier, winch is constantly 
patrolled by the British Army.

The radio said Friday that the 
governor-general's post — the sec¬ 
ond highest in the nation — would 
go to Dr. Minita Gordon who 
works in the Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion. Dr. Gordon never attended 
high school, but became a public 
school teacher and earned a doc¬ 
torate in sociology at the Universi¬ 
ty of Calgary in Canada. 

Refugees Crowd 
W. German Ship

BONN — A West German ship 
sent to the South China Sea to pick 
up Vietnamese refugees has so 
many “boat people” on board that 
the vessel may run out of drinking 
water, a humanitarian group said 
Sunday. 

A spokesman for the German 
Committee of Emergency Doctors, 
which operates the rescue vessel 
said that 695 refugees were on 
board the “Cap Anamur.” He said 
the crew was rationing food and 
that supplies of fresh water were 
low. 

The committee appealed to the 
West German government to agree 
to provide asylum to all those 
picked up by the ship, which could 
then head into a port and take on 
fresh provisions. The federal gov¬ 
ernment, however, says it can 
make no such guarantees without 
consultation with the 10 federal 
states, which are responsible for 
immigration in West Germany.

South Korean Prisoner’s Account Tells 
Of Beatings, Death in Detention Camps

TOKYO — The South Korean 
government keeps 15.000 people in 
army detention camps without tri¬ 
al and with no charges brought 
against them, according to a pris¬ 
oner’s account smuggled out of a 
camp and published here. 

Prisoners, including many com¬ 
mon criminals and a few political 
prisoners, were severely kicked and 
beaten with rifle butts on entry to 
the camp in August. 1980, the ac¬ 
count said. It said that there had 
been five deaths out of 500 people 
held at one camp. - 

The account was published "jn 
the current issue of Sekal a Japa¬ 
nese magazine, and is to be earned 
shortly in English in the Korea 
Communique, a publication here 
of the Emergency Christian Con¬ 
ference on Korean Affairs. 

‘Correctional Programs' ^ 

This is the first time that the 
large scale of what are known as 
“purification camps" or “re-educa¬ 
tion camps” in South Korea' has

Japan. It is also the first indication 
that there have been deaths caused 
by beatings in the camps, a charge 
that has not so far been made by 
South Korean human rights 
groups in Seoul and that has been 
denied by Seoul officials. 

Army camps for “hooligans” 
were first opened in the summer 
last year, after military leaders 
headed by Gen. Chun Doo Hwan 
took power. Between August, 
1980, and January. 1981, a total of 
57.561 people were “warned or re¬ 


educated.” according to The Korea 
Herald, an Fngjisb-langnagc news¬ 
paper in Seoul The paper said that 
38,259 of these underwent “correc¬ 
tional programs in military 
camps.” 

Arrests were originally mad* un¬ 
der martial law decrees. But the 
newspaper account, printed in Jan¬ 
uary, said that “purification” pro¬ 
grams continued mtn 1981 after 
martial law was officially terminat¬ 
ed. The Korea Herald said 6^06 
people were to continue under de¬ 
tention in “reformatory training” 
and 6,852 “hardened hooligans” 
were given “hard labor." 

The combined total of 13,358 
prisoners is not far short of the 
15.000 reported in the smuggled 
account to be held in army camps. 
These camps are in some cases 
close to the demilitarized zone at 
the border bet w ee n North Korea 
and South Korea. The captives, al¬ 
most aD men, are kept at work dig¬ 
ging fortifications, to re¬ 

ports from inside the camps, and 
many have extensive body tattoos, 
an indication that they are profes¬ 
sional criminals. 

Questions have been asked in 
the National Assembly about the 
legal basis for the “purification” 
program. The government was also 
asked about treatment of prisoners 
in the camps. Authorities said in 
the assembly that all suspects had 
been investigated individually and 
sentenced to “protective custody" 
on the basis of information avail¬ 
able. 

The prisoner quoted by Sekai 
and the Korea communique de¬ 
scribed how prisoners were called 


upon to agree to further incarcera¬ 
tion after martial law was formally 
ended last Jan. 24. “Two military 
policemen and one officer called 
on inmate, demanding that 
we should sign the paper," said the 
account, from which dates and 
names have been removed to pro¬ 
tect the informant. 

“The paper indicated that since 
we were inmates who might violate 

the rr i m i tral law apin, we shn»W 

be held under two years’ protective 
custody," it said. “The inmates, in¬ 
cluding myself, resisted the de¬ 
mand but we were forced to sign 
on the paper under the gunpoint of 
the military police,” it continued. 

“Fifteen thousand inmates were* 
sentenced to protective custody,” 
the account continued. “How 
could this happen in a nation ruled 
by law or in a democratic society?”

NEW DELHI — Since the re¬ 
turn to power of Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi in Tnriia, nothing 
has been as upsetting as the writ¬ 
ings of AnmShonrie.

All of these stories have Jed to 
outcries, with the KberaF>opposi¬ 
tion generally praising Mr. 
Shourie’s courage and the defend¬ 
ers of Mrs. Gandhi condemning 
him for tarnishing India's image. 

Fund -Raising 

None of the eariier articles, how¬ 
ever. has had the impact of Mr. 
Shourie’s curren t series about the 
money-nosing activities of Abdul 
Rahman Aniuiay. a lawyer whom 
Mrs. Gandhi elevated to chief min¬ 
ister of Maharashtra state. 

The journalist reported that Mr. 
Antulay had established at least, 
five ostensibly charitable trusts 
that collected millions of dollars in 
contributions from people and 
companies doing b usin ess with the 
government. Citing documents

The contract was won by Jean- 
Pi ore Ddaby, 39, who was chosen 
over 20 competitors by the Iranian 
government as the odosive dis¬ 
tributor of Iranian caviar in nego-. 
tiatitans that -lasted three months. 
Mr. Ddaby agreed to purchase 65 
ttms each year for three years, al a 
cost of $11 milli on a year. 

With the reapwpfpnce of Irani¬ 
an. caviar in the Westers market, 
something of a caviar war is shap¬ 
ing up.' with tire Iranian product' 
again competing with the Russian 
one. although the relative produc¬ 
tion edge is by far in favor of the 
Russian variety; Iran produces 180 
tong a year, the Soviet Union pro¬ 
duces 10 times that 

The caviar, packed in four- 
pound cans, arrived in Switzerland 
earlier this month from Bandar- 
Ansafi in Soviet-made refrigerated 
trucks. Once the shipment is out of 


customs, the caviar wifi be trans¬ 
ferred from four-pound cans into 
smaller quantities. The weight is 
based on the Soviet pound, which 
is 400 grams, or 14 ounces. 

Mr. Ddaby, who said he was 
backed by a private financier, said 
that the purchase had been con¬ 
ducted in dollars through Swiss 
banks. The contract was signed 
last June between Mr. Derby's 
corporation, Eurocayiar Imports, 
and S berkat Rahmut Shflat Iran, 
the Iranian fisheries concern. Mr. 
DeLaby said he went to Iran in 
August to select bis caviar from 
the spring catch. 

He said that, in most countries, 
he would use distributors, who in 
tom would sell to stores, airlines, 
res tauran ts and duty-free shops. 
He also predicted that caviar from 
Iran would soon be seen in the 
United States, despite the lack of 
trade relations between the coun¬ 
tries. 

Mr. Ddaby had the contract to 
'distribute Iranian caviar in the

3 Types of Sturgeon 

In Iran, as in. the Soviet Union, 
caviar comes from three types of 
sturgeon: tire Beluga, winch attains 
an age of 25 years and a weight of 
up to one ton, is the rarest and its 
egg, thus the most expensive; the 
Osrietra, weighing from 110 to 180 
pounds, is the next rarest and also 
yields the butter-yellow “white" 
caviar once reserved for the shah, 
and the Sevruga, from 15 to 26 
pounds. Under terms of his con¬ 
tract, Mr. Ddaby is obliged to pur¬ 
chase 9 percent Beluga, 33 percent 


Osrietra and the remainder Sevro- 
g»- 

In Iran all caviar comes from 
the Caspian Sea, whereas in the 
Soviet Union it sometimes comes 
from tire Black Sea. Fishing, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Ddaby, is suictly 
controlled, as are sales. 

Once caught, the Ssh are emp¬ 
tied of their eggs, the eggs sorted 
and salted, and preserved with 
borax; the latter step is notpennit- 
ted for tire US. market. Toe eggs 
then are packed into cans and 
stored in refrigerated warehouses 
for shipping 

In the confusion following the 
revolution, the Iranian caviar busi¬ 
ness was said to be in disarray, 
with a flourishing black market, 
unhygienic products and risky de¬ 
livery. Christian Petrossian, the ex¬ 
clusive importer of Russian caviar 
in Europe, said bis company 
slopped buying Iranian caviar.

Senate Approves 
Crop Supports in 
Rebuff to Reagan

WASHINGTON — The Senate, 
rejecting the Reagan administra¬ 
tion's call for the return to a free 
market farm economy, approved a 
new farm bill with price support 
and subsidy sections that would 
cost at least S10.8 billion in the 
next four fiscal years. The vote was 
49lo32. 

After five days of debate, ihe 
Senate voted Friday for legislation 
that would continue the general 
outline of c urren t farm law with 
increased price support loan rates 
and subsidies for the basic com¬ 
modities. 

The Senate measure would ex¬ 
ceed the cost of the administra¬ 
tion’s original farm p^Hrag* by 
abom $1.8 billion during the next 
four fiscal years. The difference 
could be much wider if fanners 
produce more large grain crops 
next summer and if exports do not 
accelerate this winter. Such a situa¬ 
tion would lead to large crop sur¬ 
pluses, increasing the amount of 
subsidies required to maintain 
prices. 

The senators did. however, heed 
a plea from Sen. Bob Dole, the 
Kansas Republican who is chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee, to 
lower feed grain and rice supports 
from the levels favored by the Sen¬ 
ate Agriculture Committee. 


Because 50 percent of (he area's 
workers are in retail trade or ser¬ 
vice jobs, the bulk of them earning 
the minimum wage, planners say 
the county needs 10.000 inexpen¬ 
sive apartments now and another 
10.000 within two years.

OPEC Cash for Euromarket 
h Expected to Drop Sharply

m PARIS —• Economists at. the ma¬ 
jor intfinwtiona] organizations are 
not yet ready to put a number cm 
their estimates, but they are agreed 
that the amount of cash that mem¬ 
bers of OPEC will have to deposit 
in the Euromarket wQTbe sharply 
reduced this year. The cutback is a 
result of the expected decline in 
the cartel’s overall cash surplus, 
which is now seen totaling well be¬ 
low the $100 hiEiryn that had been 
estimated at midyear. 

Three dements account feu the 
downward revision: 

• The nominal price of oil has 
not kept oqp with the level of infla¬ 
tion in the rest of the world (Saudi 
oO has remained stable while the 
premiums charged by others in the 
cartel have been reduced). 

• OPEC sales have been declin¬ 
ing as oil companies begin eating 
into their large stockpiles: Given 
the high cost of maSniamwig large 
inventories, companies prefer to 
meet demand (much reduced be¬ 
cause of the economic slowdown) 
from existing stocks rather than 
from new purchases from OPEC 

• The level of OPEC imports, 
which at midyear was forecast to 
total $149 billion this year, is now 
estimated to be running at a much 
faster rate. 

OPECs surplus last year is esti¬ 
mated to have been a record S110 
baiion, of which about 37 percent 
— about $41 billion —was depos¬ 
ited with banks in the mmor. indus¬ 
trialized countries (and the bulk of. 
this in tbe Euromarket). The latest 
report from the Bank ctf England 
says that the percentage of OPEC 
money going into bank deposits 
slipped to 27 percent of the total in 
die first quarter of this year, and 
Euromarket analysts expect that 
smaller percentage of a diminish¬ 
ing total will be available for de¬ 
posit during the rest of the year. 

The experts are not yet wiUmg 
to comment on bow this might af- ‘ 
feet the Euromarket, which is the 
: main ch a nn el for recydmg OPEC 
surpluses to deficit countries. They 
said, for example, that a reduction 
: ur the OPEC surplus means a re¬ 
duction in the ml deficit of import¬ 
ing countries, which would reduce 
(heir need to borrow in the Euro¬ 
market.

Euromarket deposits is a real 
decane in availability of funds. Ex- 
•sting data indicate, for example, 
toat increasing portions erf OPEC 
deposits,are going to Arab banks. 
While deposits mRdein the Middle 
East would got bewdduded m the 


Euromarket totals, the funds 
would turn up in the market if 
used to participate in loan syndica¬ 
tions. 

The Septemba- issue of Am ex 
Bank Review-notes that Arab bank 
participation in syndicated Euro- 
loans is growing at a very rmid 
par* — from an estimated S3 .85 
billion for all of last year (double 
the 1979 total) to S4 billion in the 
first seven months of this year.

BONN — Top West German 
and Soviet officials are expected to 
outline a far-reaching plan az 
meetings in Moscow tins week for 
Bonn to deliver sophisticated coal 
processing plants to the Soviet Un¬ 
ion in return for energy supplies, a 
West German government official 
said. 

The disclosure Friday tramp as 
negotiations were drawing to a 
close on a multibfllion-dollar gas 
pipeline project between the Soviet 
Union and a Western European 
industrial and banking group led 
by West German companies and 
credit institutions. 

Tbe project is expected to cause 
serious concern in the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration, which is seeking a 
moderation of technology exports 
to Eastern Europe and has strong¬ 
ly cautioned against excessive 
Western European energy depend¬ 
ency on the Soviet Union. 

The Reagan administration has 
offered Bonn extensive energy co¬ 
operation as an alternative to Sovi¬ 
et energy, bat the news of the pro¬ 
posed project indicates Bonn in¬ 
tends to pursue energy cooperation 
with the Soviet Union. 

The West German minister of, 
economics. Count Otto Lambs- 
dorff, and Soviet Deputy Premier 
Leonid A Kostandov are expected 
to outline the plan at a five-day 
meeting on energy cooperation 
projects beginning Thursday. The 
meeting, in Moscow, will include 
the formation of & Soviet-Genn&n. 
energy commission. 

According to the official, who 
wiB accompany Mr. Lambsdotff, 
the proposal involves co n s tr uction 
of a complex of facilities near ex¬ 
tensive coal Adds in the vicinity of 
Kansk and Achinsk, in south-cen¬ 
tral Siberia, that would include 
plants to break down coal into 
simple gases. The gases would be 
used as feedstock for a hydrogena¬ 
tion plant to produce liquid energy 
sources, such as methanoL 

The official said the project 
would Hkely entail a partial barter 
deal, meaning that Moscow would 
pay at least part of the construc¬ 
tion costs with deliveries of syn¬ 
thetic gas or other energy or chan-, 
ical products to West Germany. 

Starting in tbe mid-1980s, tbe 
official said, the Soviet Union will 
earn $2 billion to $3 billion annu¬ 
ally an deliveries of natural gas to 
Western Europe through the envi¬ 
sioned pipeline, which is to carry 
40 billion cubic meters of gas a 
year. The projected $10 Wlion 
pipeline would span 3,500 miles 
and would increase the Soviet 
share of natural gas supplied to 
seven Western European nations 
to roughly 2Q percent from the cur¬ 
rent 15 parent. For West Germa¬ 
ny. the rise would be from 17 to 
about 30 parent. 

A State Department delegation 
from Washington is expected in 
Bonn lata tins year to offer pro¬ 
posals for energy aid. 

But in an interview with a West 
German economics magazine, 
published Friday, Mr. Lambsdorff 
said he saw “nothing that could be 
offered us (hat corresponds to the 
scale of the natural gas project.” 


World Bank Seems Willing 
To Satisfy Reagan Demands

WASHINGTON — The World 
Bank appears to be willing to go a 
long way to satisfy the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration’s demands for 1 
c hanges in the bank's policies and 
operations, includin g, in general, 
-more emphasis on the private sec¬ 
tor, and m particular, greater “co- 
financing” of prqjects with com¬ 
mercial banks. 

This is mad* clear in the Bank’s 
annual report, published Sunday, 
and stressed at a news conference 
by Munir Benjenk, vice president 
for external relations. 

“Our desire to cofinance with 
tbe private sector is stronger than 
ever,” said Mr. Bagenk. “It is the 
way we want to go” Both the 
Reagan administration and the 
bank's new president, A.W. 
Clausen, have called for greater in¬ 
volvement of the private sector in 
the development aid process. 

Tbe annual report says that the 
.World Bank group of agencies had 
boosted loan commitments by 8 
percent in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1981, to $13.1 billion. Of 
this, the commitments by tbe bank 
itself were $8.8 billion, and those 
of tbe Internationa] Finan ce Corp. 
(which deals with the private sec¬ 
tor), $811 million. 

Emphasis on Cofinandng 

But the bank counted $3.5 bil¬ 
lion in its total for hs soft-loan af¬ 
filiate, tbe International Develop¬ 
ment Association, whereas actual 
IDA commitments fell about $1 
billion short of loan approvals be¬ 
cause the United States was late in 
coming through with its share. 

Mr. Bergeok contended that 
apart from new pressure to stress 
the private sector; the bank's em¬ 
phasis on cofinancing bad been in¬ 
creasing for the past five or six 
years, during which time the mon¬ 
ey put itp by private banks for de- 
veloping-country prqjects co&- 
nanced with the World Bank had 
multiplied from about $200 mo¬ 
tion to $1.7 billion last year.

The animal report limits its pro¬ 
posed 1981-1985 energy outlays to 
513 billion, as compared to the $25 
billion proposed by farmer bank' 
President Robert S. McNamara 
last year. 

A U-S. Treasury report of July 
28 said that the bank had overes¬ 
timated vastly the prospects for 
economic growth of both rich and 
poor nations. The bulk of re¬ 
sources for whatever energy expan¬ 
sion is necessary, the Treasury- 
sai<fc^“must...come from the pn- 
vaie sector.” 

Mr. Benjenk said that the bank 
would not hesitate to make a loan 
for energy development to a public 
sector agency, but only if the pri¬ 
vate-sector is incapable of han¬ 
dling the project. 

Financing of the International 
Development Association remains 
a cancan. Funding for the three- 
year; $ 12-biDioc prpgram — the 
biggest source of subsidized aid to 
thejxxuest countries — can go 
ahead only when 80 percent of (he 
money is advanced, a “trigger” 
necessitating U.S. participation.

“The resilience shown by many 
developing countries in ihe face of 
so unfavorable an international en¬ 
vironment was all the more re¬ 
markable,” the report said. 

Still, tbe bank said, many low- 
to middle-income countries faced 
serious problems as prices of raw 
products — except for petroleum 

began to decline, and individual 
incomes in poor countries of sub- 
Sahara Africa actually fell. 

Also, the report said, large defi¬ 
cits among developing countries 
that import oil threatened to upset 
investments needed for futuie de¬ 
velopment. 

The disruptive effects of rising 
energy costs on national econo¬ 
mies were illustrated dramatically 
in the World Bank report: it said 
that the combined current account 
surplus of six oil-exporting coun¬ 
tries — Iraq, Kuwait, Libya, 
Qatar, Saudi Arabia and the Unit¬ 
ed Arab Emirates — rose from 519 
billion in 1978 to more than $100 
billion in 1980. 

At tbe same time, the combined 
530-billion surplus that industrial 
countries posted in 1978 had been 
replaced by a $40-billion deficit by 
tbe end of 1980, the bank said. 
Among developing countries tha t 
import oil. the S26-billion deficit 
of 1978 had swollen to $70 billion 
by the end of 1980. 

Aggravating Factors 

The developing countries' prob¬ 
lems were aggravated last year by 
recession in the industrial coun¬ 
tries, high energy costs and interest 
rates, volatile exchange rates, re¬ 
duced levels of growth in world 


trade and sharply declining prices 
of several primary or raw products 
in the second half of the year, the 
report said. 

The bank died efforts by several 
countries, including Senegal, Tan-' 
zania, Thailand. Pakistan. Moroc-' 
co, Argentina. Chile and Uruguay, 
to revamp their economies in the 
face of severe economic problems. - 

But the report said adjustment 
problems "will continue to be se¬ 
vere” for oil-importing countries. 

“These countries face a dilem¬ 
ma," the bank said. “If they rely, 
heavily on external borrowings — 
presumably primarily from private 
sources — they mav face problems 
in managing their debt. 

“On the other hand, if they rein 
in their import demand sharply so 
as to make the necessary economic' 
adjustments, they will almost inev¬ 
itably reduce their own growth 
rates, while contributing to the- 
contraction of output in the indus¬ 
trial countries." 

The bank achieved an 8J5^per- 
cent return on assets for the fiscal 
year whfle extending loans and in¬ 
vestment commitments to 81 coun- 
tries for a total of SI3.I billion. 
The outlays represented an S-per- 
cent increase ova fiscal 1980. 

The bank’s net income for fiscal 
1981 rose 4 percent to $610 mil¬ 
lion, while borrowings, mostly in 
the capital markets of Europe and 
Japan, totaled SS.l billion. 

Its outstanding borrowing to¬ 
taled 527.8 billion, down from 
$29.7 billion a year earlier. But one 
bank official noted the debt is 
stated in dollar-equivaJent terms, 
rather than in the currencies in 
which it originated, making it 
misleadingly small in lightoi the 
recent sharp devaluation of the 
German mark, Swiss franc and 
Japanese yen.

Washington — High inter¬ 
est rates, the economic handicap¬ 
ped bad thought, should have shut 
down die economy long before 
now. it has not-happened. 

Not that things are all that 
bright. The securities markets are 
reding.

Unem¬ 
ployment has remained around 7 
percent for almost a year and a 
half. And over all. the economy is 
no better than sluggish. By the sec¬

Regan Urges 
Overhaul of 
B ank Rules

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
the Treasury Donald T. Regan has 
outlined a sweeping approach to 
deregulation of u.S. financial in¬ 
stitutions that would let banks 
open branches across stale lines 
and that would gradually erase the 
distinction between commercial 
banks and savings institutions. 

Without being specific, Mr. Re¬ 
gan Friday also recommended that 
Congress let commercial banks 
move further into securities un¬ 
derwriting in competition with in¬ 
vestment bankers and brokerage 
bouses. 

Mr. Regan, who was chairman 
of Merrill Lynch, the largest U-S. 
brokerage firm, until he joined the 
administration, presented in broad 
brush strokes what appeared to be 
toe skeleton of an administration 
proposal to Congress. 

A Senate aide said that toe Cab¬ 
inet Councfl on Economic Policy 
was scheduled to discuss deregula¬ 
tion of financial institutions with 
President Reagan on Tuesday. 

The secretary attacked toe 
McFadden Act’s prohibition on in¬ 
terstate branching as antiquated. 
He said 30 foreign banks now 
“conduct operations” in more than 
one state and account for six of toe 
10 largest banks in California 

Mr. Regan criticized at length 
the 1933 Glass-Steagall Act, which 
separated underwriting from com¬ 
mercial banking. 

He said that Congress passed 
toe Glass-Steagall Act in the belief 
that some banks had failed be¬ 
cause they had speculated in secu¬ 
rities, presumably with their depo¬ 
sitors’ money.

Noble Nashua Sets the Pace 
Of Victory in Marlboro Cup

NEW YORK — Noble Nashua 
upset the best racehorses in the 
United States and won the 
$400,000 Marlboro Cup Saturday. 
But the credit went less to the 
horse than to his jockey, Ruben 
Hernandez, who made some of the 
top riders look like woeful incom¬ 
petents. 

“Nobody wanted the early 
lead,” Hernandez said, “so I took 
iL” He toe* it and set such a slow 
pace for the first half-mile that 
Noble Nasua would had had to be 
a bad horse not to win this presti¬ 
gious race. By the time stretch 
runners Pleasant Colony and 
Temperance Hill started to make 
their moves, the outcome was al¬ 
ready decided. 

Noble Nashua scored a 3 J 4- 
length victory by covering the VA 
miles on the muddy Bdmont Park 
track in 2:00 3-5, just three-fifths 
off the track record. Amber Pass 
was second, with Temperance Hill 
third. Pleasant Colony, the 6 -to-S 
favorite, rallied ineffectually for 
fourth. Fappiano, who disliked ei¬ 
ther the mud or tbe 1 Vntile dis¬ 
tance. was fifth. 

Noble Nashua paid $27.40, 
$12.60 and S7.80. Amber Pass re¬ 
turned $8.40 and $5.20 and 
Temperance Hill paid $5 to show. 

Decisive Moment 

The decisive moment in the 
ninth running of the Marlboro 
Cup came only seconds after tbe 
eight horses had left the gate. Fap- 
piano broke on top, and jockey 
Angel Cordero Jr. looked for a 
moment as if he might try to go for 
the lead. But when he sow Noble 
Nashua move beside him, Cordero 
put Fappiano under restrainL 


Cash Asmussen. riding speed¬ 
ster Amber Pass, followed his ex¬ 
ample. That enabled Hernandez to 
cruise the first half-mile in 24 4-5 
seconds and the half in 48 1-5. 
Noble Nashua had not even been 
asked to exert himself but his 
rivals were conceding him a com¬ 
fortable lead. 

Tbe trainers of the other horses 
were property distraught when 
they saw the early fractions. “I 
can’t believe it,” said John Cainpo, 
whose Pleasant Colony was eight 
lengths behind after a half-mole. “I 
told [Jorge Vdasqaez] to watch out 
for a slow pace. Irs crazy." 

“I don’t understand this at all," 
moaned Allen Jerkens, whose 
speedster Hechiazado never got 
close to Noble Nashua. “You have 
a come-from-behind horse go to 
the lead. I can’t believe it" 

Plenty of Reserve 

Given this advantage. Noble 
Nashua was plenty good enough to 
capitalize on it. Although the 3- 
year-old had lost to Pleasant Col¬ 
ony in all three of their previous 
meetings this year, he had won sev¬ 
eral major stakes and had broken 
Belmont's track record for one 
mile in his next-to-last start. 

When he turned into the stretch

France — Anatoly 
Pisarenko won the super-heavy¬ 
weight (more than 110 kilograms, 
or 243 pounds) title Sunday to cli¬ 
max the Soviet Union’s triumph in 
the 35 th World and European 
weightlifting championships. 

His victory gave the Soviet Un¬ 
ion five titles to Bulgaria's four in 
die 10 divirions of the 47-country 
champio nshi ps. 

Pisarenko, a 23-year-old Soviet 
Anny officer from the Ukraine, to¬ 
taled 425 kilos, a snatch of 187J 
kilos pounds and a dean and jerk 
of 237 5 kilos to maintain the Sovi¬ 
et Union’s ran of having lost the 
title only twice, both times through 
injury, since A m eri can Paul An¬ 
derson’s gold medal ai the 1956 
Olympics. 

Where Pisarenko, who set two 


world records earlier this mouth, 
differs from his Soviet predeces¬ 
sors like Yuri Vlasov. Leonid Zha- 
botinskv and Vasily Alexeyev in 
not only that he is far lighter than 
any of than, weighing a mere 
121.1 kilos, but also nis youth. 

Bulgaria and the Soviet Union 
have showed in recent years that 
youth is beginning to dominate a 
sport in which previously mature 
men had exeded. 

The average age of the medalists 
was 23 whereas at the 1968 Olym¬ 
pics in Mexico City it was 28. 

Pisarenko, who says be eats two 
or three kilos of apples a day, is 
typical of this trend. He began 
w eightlif ting at 15 and now is set 
to reign supreme in the sport for 
the rest of this decade. The Bulgar¬ 
ian and Soviet lifters have discov¬ 
ered that young bodies can recover 
better from the daily training. 

Pisarenko says he is now lifting 


14TT “ions a week, amounts that 
were considered suicidal 15 years 
ago because it was believed the 
human body needed 48 hours total 
rest between training sessions. 

-Bulgarian middleweight (under 
75 kilos) gold medalist, Yanko 
Rusev, who is now threatening to 
lift three times bis own bodyweight 
overhead, and mid-heavyweight 
champion (90 kilos) Blagoi Bla- 
goev are other examples of this 
trend.

Rusev. who moved up from light¬ 
weight (tmder 675 kilos) to the 
middleweight class to win his 
fourth successive world title, equ¬ 
aled the world best of his compa¬ 
triot Asseu Zlatev with a total of 
360 kilos.

The previous clean- 
and-jerk record was 168 kilos by 
the Russian Yurik Sarkisian. The 
former total record was 297J kilo 
by the Soviet Union’s Viktor Mar- 
zin.

Gerard Dalgish of Barnhart 
Books says that when he attended 
I .e hm an College in New York City 
in the late 1960s, the term was ap¬ 
plied to a collegiate prank in which 
a group of students would jump 
out of a car as it stopped for a red 
light, run around the car several 
times and jump back in just as the 
light turned to green. 

Sol Steinmetz. the neolcgistic 
hawkshaw. observes that “it is in¬ 
teresting that motor vehicles are 
involved in both of these usages. 
But the relationship between ve¬ 
hicular confusion and a fire drill is 
obscure. I suspect, however, that 
the term originated in a disparag¬ 
ing ethnic joke . . . implied in the 
facetious use of ‘fire drilL' which is 
a very orderly and practiced activi¬ 
ty, to mean a condition of great 
disorder and confusion.” Why 
Chinese? “In the 1950s. when the 
term apparently originated, the 
Chinese were very much out of fa¬ 
vor in this country.” 

Stuart Berg Flexner at Random

terms appeared, especially among 
British troops, using Chinese to 
imply disorganization, noise and

meant a noisy, badly executed at¬ 
tack: the Chinese national anthem 
meant any loud explosion, espe¬ 
cially of a bomb or shell not close 
enou: '

took on this derogatory meaning 
of confused or laughably unsuc¬ 
cessful I don't know—perhaps be¬ 
cause English-speaking servicemen 
found the Chinese language and 
ways of doing things very foreign 
and confusing.” 

None of these wordmen is (yes. 
none is) happy with having to 
speculate about the origin oF the 
phrase. If a member of the Lexico¬ 
graphic Irregulars can find a cita¬ 
tion before World War II, or has 
another theory, it will be wel¬ 
comed. Whenever this question is 
asked at a dictionary headquarters, 
it causes much disorganized scur¬ 
rying about, which some Chinese 
visitors have taken to calling “an 
American fire drill “ 

FALL FASHION has pulled up 
lame — that is, the metallic look 
has taken over. Ask for a “metal 
tape” and you don't know whether 
you're going to transport yourself 
into the frontiers of stereo’record¬ 
ing or measure your hem. 

These fabrics with an evil glim 
are part of the Opulent Era. (In 
fashionese. an “era'’ is a month or 
so: if it lasts a whole season, it is 
an “epoch.” The ultimate length of 
time — “age" — is not used m the 
fashion industry, but “ice age” apt¬ 
ly describes that time of life when 
a woman feds free to wear all her 
diamonds.) Although os ten taring 
is derogated by snob dressing, 
“opulent" is a work-ethic word, 
from opus, “a work.” which leads 
to riches. In this, fashion is once 
again leading politics, anticipating 
a return to the gold standard. 

The Far East dominates the 
1981 fashion lingo. Eleanor Lam¬ 
bert tells me: Samurai flashes with 
short band coats, full pleated 
knee pants, side-fastened bodices, 
all held together with bold and 
chunky belts and jewelry. A Chi¬ 
nese costume exhibit by' the Cos¬ 
tume Institute at the Metropolitan 
Museum of .Art boosted the Maa- 
chu tunic, an embroidered jacket 
with narrow rim collar and kimono 
sleeves worn over rice-paddy pants 
(narrow, cropped above the ankle), 
especially functional for those 
fashionable women who spend 
their days doing stoop labor in the 
fields.

A Dissent on California Wines

P ARIS — 1 used to be among 
those who were constantly 
trying to write something percep¬ 
tive and flattering about Califor¬ 
nia wines. “The California 
miracle ... 30 years ago an in¬ 
dustry in r uins ... up from the 
ashes of Prohibition . . . new 
wineries every week . . . better 
and better . . . more and more” 

— nothing original, but heartfelt. 

Not suprisingly, a couple of 
years in Europe, away from that 
charged atmosphere, effects a 
few changes. Actually it started 
fairly early in my tour. Lonely 
travelers would appear bearing 
California wines in their kits. 
They — the wines, not the tra¬ 
velers — seemed to have lost 
some of their charm, the reds in 
particular. Was it some kind of 
latent snobbism coming to the 
fore? Was it possible to become 
the Henry James of wine, eager 
to embrace the Old World and 
shuck off the New? 

Unremitting F-nthiMMi 

Then there were a couple of 
trips home and the concomitant 
access to plenty of California 
wine. Same results. I found 
myself asking, reluctantly, what 
all the fuss was about? The wines 
were good, some of them, and of¬ 
ten delightful to drink. But the 
unremitting enthusiasm of their 
Tans and promoters, the breath¬ 
lessness. seemed excessive. The 
miracle seemed a bit more com¬ 
monplace: it appeared that, hav¬ 
ing expressed our amazement 
that the dog could talk, it was 
time to determine what it might 
have to say. 

A Load of Brix 

Ask a professional marketing 
man about wine statistics and he 
will dazzle you with charts: huge 
increases in purchases, in per 
capita consumption; the United 
States becoming a wine-d rinkin g 
nation. Then ask him about what 
the United States drinks. Wine 
dwindles into relative insignifi¬ 
cance. Another batch of charts 
will show that while it is true that 
consumption has gone up, it is 
also true that the number of peo¬ 
ple who drink wine has not. In 
other words, a relatively small 
□umber of people are drinking 
more and more wine. 


In the United States wine has 
its own newsletters, its own stars, 
its Own dubs, even its own vo¬ 
cabulary. Where else in the world 
would someone sip a little wine 
and then, with a straight face, re¬ 
mark. “I understand they 
brought these grapes in at 24 
Brix. 

What is or are Brix? Sony, you 
are not a member. 

Cill lists flourish not so much 
on shared joys as on imagin ed 
enemies. U.S. wine enthusiasts 
dearly love the image of the 
French expert, white-faced and 
with fists clenched because he 
has just identified a California 
cabernet as a Chateau Mouton- 
Rothschild 1945. 

Indeed, the French wine world 

— the people who make it, the 
people who sell it and, to a lesser 
degree, the people who drink it 

— are intensely interested in the 
U.S. wine scene. They love to vis¬ 
it U.S. vineyards, they love to 
welcome .American wine makers 
here and, given the problem of 
the language barrier, they are 
happy to receive touring Ameri¬ 
can wine drinkers. They just do 
not consider UJ5. wines particu¬ 
larly good. They do believe that 
Amen can wines will one day be 
very good — but not for a long 
time and probably not from the 
vineyards we now consider 
among the best. I am inclined to 
agree. 

This is no blinding Archimedi- 
an revelation. There were, for 
me, those years at the Los Ange¬ 
les County Fair, judging literally 
hundreds of California wines — 
judging them with California 
vintners — and in many categor¬ 
ies finding it difficult to come up 
with something drinkable. And 
these were wines their producers 
thought worthy of honors. Then 
there were mean derings up and 
down the Pacific Coast, visiting 
tasting rooms and cellars and 
hoping that some of those winer¬ 
ies were on the wrong side of the 
San Andreas Fault. 

Entering the Lists 

Recently a reformed newspa¬ 
perman turned California wme 
fan appeared in Paris. Here is 
one of the stories be told: It 
seems that there is a small winery' 
“up in the valley” whose output 



is highly prized by the cognos¬ 
centi, so much so that the wine 
maker-proprietor can sell every¬ 
thing he makes with his mailing 
list. So desirable are this fellow’s 
bottles that there is a second list 
of people waiting to get on the 
master list. My friend was ecstat¬ 
ic because he had been able to 
taka over a place on the master 
list from a friend who had decid¬ 
ed that he preferred drugs to 
wine. 

This particular winery does 
produce good wines, but'not all 
are worth gening in line for. The 
notion that one winery will turn 
out consistently superior wines, 
year in year out, the way Cartier 
does watches, is absurd. This is 
not wine drinking; it is a kind of 
bush-league elitism, like wearing 
clothes with someone else’s name 
on them. 

Not that elitism is confined to 
the customers. An astute French¬ 
woman with years in the wine 
trade said recently: “I adore the 
California chardonnays, but I 
don't know what to do with 
them. They certainly don't go 
with meals.” She was half right. 
They are meant to go with meals, 
but many of them do dol Like 
overbred dogs, they have gone 
beyond their original purpose. 
They are too aggressive, too air 
coholic. They are showoff wines 
made by vintners who seem to be 
saying, “l can oui-chardonnay 
any tad on tins block.” 

We took one of those macho 
white wines from a famous 
North Coast winery to a dinner 
at a three-star restaurant in the 
French countryside. We matched 
it with a famous Burgundy. Both 
were chardonnays, from opti¬ 
mum vintages and in the same 
price range. At first the Califor¬ 
nia wine was impressive and the 


French wine seemed weak and 
bland. Twenty minutes into the 
meal, however, the US- wins was 
clumsy and overpowering while 
the charm and subtlety of die 
French wine was only begi nning 
to emerge. It was a delight to 
Tnc»» and smell, and rather than 
obliterate the food, it enh a n ced 
iL 

If 1 mentioned the name of the 
California wine, a host of its de¬ 
votees — well, two or three — 
would leap forward growling. 



There should be a special label 
warning that says: “This wine 
was designed for competition 
and is not to be used for family 
dining." 

Quick Watson, My Notes 

- What is this frantic tasting 
business all about, anyway? Is it 
not possible to enjoy wine with¬ 
out having won the equivalent Of 
a black belt? Ask one of these 
deadly serious wine people if he 
or she liked such and such a wine 
and the reply wifi be: “I thmfc so 
but m have to check my notes.” 

The point is this: The drinking 
of wine in the United States, par¬ 
ticularly American wine, is on 
the brmk of becoming inbred 
and predoes. Wme enthusiasts, 
including we writers, who should 
know better, ape the jargon of 
the trade and fed special when 
we exchange arcane trivia about 
grape crushers, red spiders and 
who is opening next week’s win¬ 
ery. There is a continuing hyper¬ 
bole competition in which wines, 
places and people get distorted 
beyond recognition. Twenty- 
three-ycar-old oenologists fresh 
from the campus are hailed as 
geniuses when what they need is 
a pat on the bead and an encour¬ 
aging “not too bad.” 

One day the-rest of the United 
States, bemused and probably ir¬ 
ritated by all this, might jost 
shrug and walk away. Thousands 
of people wake up every day, 
smile and say: “I don’t have to 
play tennis any more or listen to 
people who do.” One day die 
same people might wake up and 
say: “1 don't have to drink wine 
either, or listen to — or read — 
people who do.”
